WILL PREPARE HIS ADDRESS 

Princeton, N. J., Jan. 6.— Presi- 
dent-elect Wilson to-night made It 
clear that nobody In the United 
States knew, as yet, who was going 
to be in his Cabinet, or what would 
be the program he would suggest in 
Congress. He said he had not of- 
fered a single Cabinet portfolio to 
anyone and had as yet reached no 
conclusions as to plans for the ex- 
tra session or Congress. 

Mr. Wilson stated that, while he 
had canvassed a variety of subjects 
and had talked over many names 
with Democratic leaders, he had 
not given a definite Intimation in 
any direction either as to his selec- 
tions or what his course with re- 
spect to legislation would be. He 
indicated, however, that he expect- 
ed the extra session would not be 
devoted exclusively to tariff mak- 
ing, and said he would, In a special 
message, specify some of the sub- 
jects upon which he would like to 
see legislation enacted. 

The President-elect admitted that 
he was finding the task of Cabinet 
making very difficult. He said he 
would delay any announcements un- 
til he could name his entire Cabi- 
net. 

"I don't like to make scattered 
announcements," he said, "and it 
may be that I will not announce the 
Cabinet until the last minute. 
At times I hear something about a 
man whom I had not considered, 
that makes me prick up my ear* 
and want to know more about him. 
The field of choice Is constantly 
widening." 

It was suggested to Mr. Wilson 
that if he delayed his announce- 
until the last minute some of 
the men might find themselves em- 
barrassed for time In winding up 
their business affairs. 

"Oh, I probably shall choose men 
who are footloose," said the Gover- 
nor, "and then, even if they should 
need time to wind up their affairs, 
they could be sworn In March 4 and 
spend a little time on it after that." 

He indicated that he intended to 
occupy as much of his time as possi- 
ble between now and March 4 in 
canvassing the Cabinet field. He 
said his mind still was open, and 
that as soon as he reached decis- 
ions as ro the men he wished, he 
probably would make all the offers 
almultaneously. The Presidentelect 
was asked if he Intended to deliver 
his Inaugural address extempora- 
neously. "I think I'll prepare the 
Inaugural address," he said, "an 
those addresses are more like docu- 
ments than speeches." 

The only speech the Governor has 
prepared la advance since his nomi- 
nation at Baltimore was his speech 
of acceptance, as he does not like 
to read speeches. 

With respect to appointments in 
the foreign service Mr. Wilson let 
It be known that he had not yet 
given them definite consideration. 
He had been shown a newspaper 
dispatch concerning the appoint- 
ment of a new Ambassador to Mex- J 
Ico. 

"I haven't any more Idea who is 
going to b» Ambassador to Mexico 
than I have as to who will be the 
first man 1 11 greet when I reach 
Washington," he said. 

It also is known that Mr. Wilson 
has not considered whom be will 
appoint Ambassador to Ureal Brit- 
ain. |

Hickman, Ky., Jan. 6.— On ac- 
count of the epidemic of cerebro- 
spinal meningitis in Lake and Dyer 
counties, Tennessee, the City Coun- 
cil and the City Board of Health 
has proclaimed a rigid quarantine 
against these counties and no one 
will be allowed to enter Hickman 
' from Lake and Dyer counties under 
| any condition whatsoever by rail or 
otherwise. Persons coming over 
the N. C. & St. L. railroad will he 
required to have health certificates 
and other proper credentials, or 
otherwise they will not he permit- 
ted In the city. All public schools, 
moving pictures and churches will 
be closed until the quarantine has 
been lifted, and no children will be 
allowed on the streets. The Coun- 
ty Board of Health joined the city 
Board and Council in this, and ec 
vent an epidemic o.f this disesst. Up 
to the present time there are ur- 
eases here at all and no suspected 
cases. 

This quarantine, which bars ev- 
erything from coming In from Lake

Prlnceton, N. J., Jan. 2. - Presi- 
dent-elect Wilson passed a quiet 
New Year's Day. He went for a 
short walk in the forenoon and dur- 
ing the afternoon received a few 
calls from his Princeton friends. 

Governor Wilson is not at all su- 
perstitious regarding the 13 "hoo- 
doo." In fact, he regards the num- 
ber as one which rather brings him 
good luck. 

I Discussing the matter to-day he 
said: 

' It is curious how that number 
has floured in my life and never 
had connection with bad fortune. I 
will become President in -11)13, and, 
oddly enough, the Electoral Col- 
lege which formally will elect me 
will cast their ballots on January 
13.' 

The last day the Wilsons were In 
Bermuda, where they went soon af- 
ter election, was December 13. On 
Friday, August 13, the President- 
elect occupied Seat Xo. 13 in a car 
from New York to Seagirt. The train 
reached Its destination at 11:13. 
There are 13 letters in his name 
and in his thirteenth year as a pro- 
fessor in Princeton he was chosen as 
President of the University. 

When asked to-day whether he 
would dispense this year with the 
Inaugural ball, the President-elect 
said he had given the matter little 
thought. When told that it costa 
several thousand dollars, he ex- 
pressed astonishment. but said 
nothing to indicate that he would 
have it eliminated. 

Wilson Intimated to-night that if 
it were possible he would like to 
walk between the White House and 
the Capitol when he takes his oath 
of office as President of the United 
'States on March 4. He realizes, 
however, that the crowds would 
make it Impossible, and that he 
probably will have to ride in a pa- 
rade, as have all recent Presidents. 

Jeffersonian "simplicity, the kind 
that the Preaident-eleet would like^ 

to emulate, however, he remarked', 
consisted not of a horseback ride, 
as acme historians have chronicled 
'It. but merely an unostentatious 
walk down Pennsylvania avenue in 
the company of a few citizens. 

"The story that Jefferson rode on 
horseback to the Capitol and hitch- 
ed his horse to a post while he 
went in to take Cie eoath of otli.e 
isn't true," said the Governor. He 
was told that Governor Sulzer hail 
walked to the Capitol at Albany 
and had abolished the parade. He 
spoke approvingly of this. He was 
asked If he had made any plans for 
his own inauguration in this con- 
nection. 

"1 hadn't thought out the meth- 
od at all," he said. "1 have simply 
satisfied myself with impressing the 
gentlemen at Washington on the 
Inaugural committee with my desire 
to have the inauguration as H«»M 
as possible. 1 dare say the great 
crowds In the streets" on that day 
would make walking to the White 
House and Capitol difficult ." 

The President-elect was qui stlon- 
ed us to whether lie thought it 
would be an added convenience to 
members of Congress to know Juat 
how soon after the closing of the 
present session of Coagreci they 
would have to reatsemble for an 
extra session He Indicated . that 
one of the very first acts of bis ad- 
ministration would be to announce 
the date of the new session. 

"Congress will b? in seaslon until 
March 4 anyway." he said, and

HE IS AFRAID OF KIDNAPERS 

John D.'s Brother Talks Op 
enly About the Standard 
Oil's Business. 

ALL DOKS NOT Tl'RN TO oold 



Belvidere, Kan., Jan. 2. — "That 
lirother of mlnp. John I). Rockefel- 
ler, Ir the most lonesome man in 
the world. There is no man who 
walk* the earth he can call his real 
friend." 

This was the statement made to- 
day by Frank Rockefeller, of Cleve- 
land and New York, who is spend- 
ing some time at his bin ranch near 
Belvidere, where he comes every 
winter for a few weeks' vacation. 
For 20 years he has been general 
field man for the Standard Oil Com- 
pany. His ir.,0oo-acre ranch In 
this county is called " Rockefeller's 
$1,000,000 plaything." 

"I'd rather live on r l'>o-acre 
Western homestead, wltn a home- 
steader's usual farm, than live like 
John D. does In his palaces. He's 
living in a regular h — 1. He's the 
most lonesome man on the face of 
the earth. He can call no man 
'friend.' 

"John I), has been relegated to 
the background by all the big busi- 
nMfl men with whom he once did 
business. None of them will have 
anything to do with him. They 
don't like his ways of doing busi- 
ness, lirother William Is worth 50 
per cent, more money than John I)., 
but the people don't know it. John 
l». hasn't invested his money for 
many years and >s practically out 
ol the game. He has the income of 
his Investments, but nothing more. 
William Invests and reinvests and 
to-day Is worth one hall again as 
much as John D. , 

"John l>. Is afraid of being kld-j.) 
naped and held for ransom, lie 
never stirs without his guards. If 
lie goes from his house only a few 
steps, tin re are several armed men 
with him or standing at windows 
with their eyes on him. He always 
is afraid kidnapers are after iiim. 
Years ago be attempted to stop me 
from going hunting for fear I would 
be kidnaped and he would be called 
upon to pay the ransom. It s a reg- 
ular mania with him now." 

Frank Rockefeller is 70 years 
old, straight as an arrow, weighs 
217 pounds and is an athlete. Re- 
gardless of his appearance while in 
New York or Cleveland, when in 
Kansas he looks just like an ordi- 
nary rancher, And he arts like 
one, too. He can ride any horse on 
the ranch, be can outswenr v.y 
cowboy on the place, and he can 
chew as much tobacco In a dav us 
the next man. He doesn t mind 
asking for a "chew" 'roni anv 
puncher, and he will as readily give 
one to any of the hoys. 

Rockefeller talks interest Ugly of 
the financial problems of the lay. 

"The greatest question is the 
trusts and how to handle t hem ." he 
says. "The problem cannot be 
solved by Congress, because the in- 
dividual members are not broad 
enough. It must be solved by a 
body of men with commercial train- 
ing. 

"For instance, the beef trust is 
controlled by one of the smartest 
sets of men in the country. And 
the (iovernniini sent Jim Carlleld 
to investigate tliem. Carfield was 
bright enough, but he had no nun- 
commercial training Everybody 
knows the result. Nothing of value 
was gained. 

"The suit against the Standard 
Oil Companv was a complete fail- 
ure. The oil Interests are stronger 
to-day than before the dissolution 
and they occupy a position of ftfjWW 
they never dreamed of before the 
Court order dissolved the combina- 
tion. Hefore there was just one 
competitor for the independents to 
fight. Now there are 34 competl- 
tora, ail working together. And all 
because *oine one blundered. The 
only direct and Immediate rWail 
was that the oil Interests cleaned 
up f 180,000,000 in a Jiffy. 

"A similar blunder was made la 
the tobacco case and tin tobacco 
people made $100,000,000 in short 
order. Big men must meet bin 
A body of men with com 



clal training would know Just how 
to go about this business, but men 
of the caliber now working upon 
these rases will scarcely do the 
countr- any good. They know the 
end they desire to reach, but they 
don't know the right road." 

That everything the Rockefeller 
family touches does not turn to 
gold, Is exemplified by a story the 
millionaire ranchman tells on him- 
self. Continuing. Mr. Rockefeller 
said: 

"Some years ago a friend of mine 
got me into a Wyoming copper 
mine. I was the principal stock- 
holder. I poured thousands of dol- 
lars Into the thing and got nothing 
in return. Finally I went out there. 
The place was about 75 miles from 
a railroad and I went In a rolling 
stage coach. When I reached the 
town I asked for the Rockefeller 
mine. They showed me a hole in 
the ground about as big as a bar- 
rel. 

"Where's the foreman?" I asked 
"I'm him." said a big fellow. 
"Well, you're fired." I answered. 
"Everybody's fired. Fay off the 
men. You fellows can have the 
mine." ' 

"We don't want it," grinned the 
foreman. 

"I took the next coach back to 
the railroad, and I haven't bought a 
mine since then."

Perishable articles, such as but- 
ter, lard, fruits, berries and dressed 
fowls, may be sent short distances. 

Kggs for local delivery may be 
sent when packed in containers. 
When [lacked separately they may 
be sent any distance. 
..Fresh meats may be sent only 
within the first zone of fifty miles. 

The following must not be sent: 
Intoxicating liquors, poisons 
matches, explosives, firearms and 
live poultry. 

Hooks and printed matter are in- 
eluded in third-class and may not 
! be sent. The weight limit will be 
eleven pounds. 

To find the size limit: Take a 
pten of string seventy-two inches 
loir; and wind it once completely 
around the parcel and then across ! 
tit.' lop lengthwise. If the ends of; 

string reach the sides of the 
parcel, it comes under the limit. 

The Monti? is divided into eight 
zones and each zone into units. The 
local rate is 5 cents per pound and 
1 MR) for each additional pound. 
From the local station parcels 
may be sent to any office in the first 
zone, or up to fifty miles in any di- 
rection, for 5 cents for the first 
pound and 3 cents for each addi- 
tional pound up to eleven pounds. 

The second zone Includes post-of- 
fices from fifty to 150 miles from 
starting. The rate is 6 cents for 
the lirst pound and 4 cents for each 
additional pound. 

The third zone is from 150 to 
104 miles; rate 7 cents and 5 cents 
additional. 

The fifth zone is from 600 to 1.- 
000 miles, rate 9 cents and 7 cents 
additional. 

The sixth zone is from 1.000 to 
1.400 miles; rate 10 rents and 9 
cents additional. 

The seventh zone is from 1,400 to 
1.800 miles; rate 11 cents and 10 
cents additional. 

The eighth zone is all over 1,800 
miles and 12 cents and 12 cents ev- 
ery additional pound. 

I'a reels post packages may be In- 
sured for full valuation, with a 
maximum of $25, for an additional 
charge of 10 cents. 

The panels post law not only re- 
duces the rate of postage, but in- 
creases the weight limit to eleven 
pounds. 

Parcels post shipments may be 
registered and also accorded Bpecial 
delivery service on payment of the 
usual fees. 

Distinctive stamps must be used 
on all panels packages, but they 
may .be mailed In quantities of not 
less than 2,000 identical pieces 
without stamps affixed, the postage 
being paid in money.

Her escort assisted her 
I In getting her feet into the straps 
land she hung, head downward, af- 
fording a liberal display of dainty

The applause was so terrific that 
she repeated the performance three 
timea and enthusiastic spectators 
passed the hat and got n storking 
full of money for her. On this car 
were at least twenty women, appar- 
ently of the respectable well-to-do 
class, but they applauded the girl's 
act as enthusiastically as did the 



sorts, agents for white slavers and 
the red light resorts were in full 
force. Young girls were beaten 
over the head with tin horns, rush- 
ed Into hallways and separated 
from their escorts, who promptly 
were accommodated with a tight If 
they protested.

If a business man, a 
manufacturer of farm machinery, 
for instance, were to figure the cost 
of growing an acre of wheat as he 
figures the cost of HIS product, he 
would include the Interest on his 
plant; the farm cost; the upkeep; 
making good and replacing the 
wear and tear; the salary of the 
president or manager of the plant. 
In addition to that of the employee* 
(the farmer's wife would be con- 
sidered on the basis of an assistant 
manager, t and her salary would be 
calculated); the loss of stock dur- 
ing the year; the Interest on the 
note, if any, at the bank, or say the 
farm mortgage, If such things exist 
to-day In the farm world; taxes, 
and perhaps a percentage for 'un- 
seen expenses' that creep Into farm 
life and yet go unheeded.

The slight hitch that existed be- 
tween the buyers an! the (.reen 
River Tobacco Orswen Association 
as to the sale of the Indiana tobac- 
co, whhh Is a part of the pool. waT 
satisfactorily adjust?! at 2 o'clock 
this afternoon, when the s::le was 
finally completed for lb; entire poo' 
of 20,00" 000 pounds of tobacco. 

President W. O. Riney, Secretary 
Walter Atherton. Vice President H. 
Marksberry, and Oscar Madden and 
J. E. Gregory, members of the 
Board of Control, went to Rockport 
on the early boat this morning and 
returned at noon with samples, 
which were presented to R. B, Mas- 
sle, representing the American To- 
bacco Company. The samples as 
graded were satisfactory to Mr. 
Massle, who agreed to take the In- 
diana tobacco, to be delivered at 
Rockport. There is about 700,000 
pounds of Pryor, and the price was 
the same as paid for the Kentucky 
tobacco of $9 down to $'> for leaf 
and lugs, and $3 for trash. 

There is about 500.000 pounds 
of Hurley tobacco In Indiana, which 
Is a part of the pool of the Creen 
River Association. This tobacco 
has also boen sold provided the 
Hurley poolers will accept the 
price, which the officials believe 
there will be no doubt, as the price 
of $14 down to $4 Is considered 
reasonable for the tobacco this 
year. 

The American Tobacco Company 
and the Imperial will receive most 
of the tobacco in Daviess county, a 
large per cent, of it being delivered 
in Owensboro. Many poolers are 
now ready to bring some of their 
crop to the market, which was 
stripped and bulked down some 
days ago. • 

The opening of the tobacco 
market will be hailed with great 
delight, not only by the poolers, but 
by merchants and persons in other 
business, who have been anxiously 
waiting for several weeks for the 
tobacco to begin moving. 

Successful Opening. 
The opening of the loose leaf to- 
bacco market In Owensboro was in- 
augurated at 1:30 o'clock this af- 
ternoon by the Owensboro Tobacco 
Warehouse Company, at its factory 
on West Ninth street. The opening 
was very flattering to the company, 
and notwithstanding the bad weath- 
er there was a large number of 
buyers present, some of whom were 
from points outside Owensboro. 
There was also a large number of 
persons on hand who had never 
seen a loose leaf sale made, and 
were very much pleased with the 
manner In which the tobacco was 
sold. 

The company sold about 20,000 
pounds of tobacco, all of which was 
considered of an Inferior grade. 
Some of the tobacco was considered 
very common stuff, and part of It 
was the tail ends of crops. The 
prices ranged from $12. .'.0 for leaf 
and lugs down to $3, including 
trash.

The reports as to the killed 
and wounded include only the pe- 
riod up to the proclamation of the 
armistice. 

England, of the great European 
Powers not actually engaged in tho 
war. haa eg( aped with the least ex- 
penditures by the flrltish (iovern- 
penditures by the British Covern- 
inetii \\::s for naval movements, and 
this oullav has been officially esti- 
mated at *:!<>0,()00. There was no 
mobilization or troops by Kngland. 

Kxaet figures from Belgrade' are 
hard to got, but tho following arc 
partly official: Tho Servians con- 
tributed 300,000 men. Or those 
. r >0,('00 stayed at home for service 
there. They lost 22,000 killed and 
wounded. Of these they assert only 
» 4.000 were killed and the rest 
* wounded. 

The Bulgarians sent to the field

"I'll never pool another pound of 
I tobacco nor grow another pound 
unless the sale of the 1912 crop is 
made at 8 cents," said Louis Han- 
cock, of Webster county, to a re- 
porter for the Journal, says the 
■ ' rson Journal. 

"Bight cents is not too much any- 
such thing. It is a fair price and 
but for a monopoly In the tobacco 
business we would have long since 
gotten it. 

"Tobacco cannot be grown at the 
prices for which the Daviess county 
growers have sold. My tobacco 
will have to be sold at eight cents 
In the stemming pool or I am 
through with tobacco forever. And 
the other farmers down my way fool 
the ■same way about It. We may 
have to sell off some of our land 
and It will be a hard struggle for a 
while until W« adjust ourselves to 
the new conditions, but it can be 
done. 

"I had expected to put out 75 
acres of tobacco this year, but I 
haven't burnt a plant bed." 

Growers of this entire district 
seem to he unanimous In making a 
stand for the price that has been 
asked. It seems to be a matter of 
principle as much as of price. The 
feeling is prevalent that they have 
grappled with a trust and it might 
as well be tried out one time as an- 
other. 

Many declare that there Is loss 
tobacco in the foreign market this 
season than at the same time last 
year. They show the monthly .re- 
ports of the stocks on hand and In 
the London and Liverpool markets 
there were nearly 2,000 less hogs- 
heads on hand In December than 
there wer" In December 1911. 

One prominent tobacconist said 
that the Imperial Company ruined 
the market in Liverpool and Lon- 
don and there was no market in 
either place. He said that compe- 
tition was broken up here and also 
in foreign markets. 

Edwin Hodge was asked about 
the situation and said that eight 
cents was too much. When asked 
about the London and Liverpool 
matter, he said that the Imperial 
does not go into the London and 
Liverpool market and he had no 
Idea what was on the stocks in eith- 
er place. 

When questioned as to whether 
the 1912 crop was larger or smaller 
than the 1911 crop, Mr. Hodges 
answered that in this county the 
crop was much larger,, but in the 
district in which the dark tobacco 
is grown the crop was lighter than 
last year.

Through Incorporation of a so- 
ciety "to place before the world 
the discoveries of Dr.H.LIttlefleld In 
biology, psychology and metaphys- 
ics," It became known to-day that 
Littlelield, who maintains offices in 
the Central Building, declares he 
has found the process of creating 
life urtlflcially. 

Or LittlHlold has made Seattle 
his home for two years. He has 
been experimenting In the creation 
of life since he obtained his degree 
from the Kansas Homeopathic Med- 
ical College in lSXfi. 

In his experiments, he says, he 
has created a minute, but now. In- 
sect, which, multiplied In size 1,- 
200 times under the microscope, ap- 
pears as an octopus-like organism. 

Life— what is it? 

What makes it? What Is its or- 
igin? What Is Its source? 

The scientists of all periods have 
tried to find tho answer— Huxley, 
Tyndall. Hnoekol. Darwin and the 
rest. Now Littlelield says he has 
solved the problem. He knows the 
mystery of life. 

Darwin declared that life can 
| only I)" generated from antecedent 
Hfe. That Is, only the living pro- 
duce living things— vegetable or 
animal. 

Hut Dr. Llttletleld ups-ts this 
theory. His discoveries are that 
life can result from tho grouping of 
inorganic matter, inanimate ob- 
jects, lifeless substances. So far his 
experiments have reached only the 
very begluning of the possibilities 
he Is hoping for. 

"Twelve elements enter into the 
composition o' all organized beings, 
without exception," said Dr. Little- 
Held to-day. TheBe are the phos- 
phates of sodium, lime, potash, 
magnesia, Iron; the sulphates of so- 
dium, potash, lime; the chlorideB of 
sodium and potash; and silicon and 
calcium. Says Dr. Littlelield. 

"(let the proper proportion of 
each, and you can construct the 
form of anything. Hy the various 
groupings, modification of relation 
and proportion, every species of 
plant and animal Is formed." 

But even with the form con- 
structed there would still be needed 
that spark which makes life. The 
life principle, as Dr. Littlelield 
calls it, must be supplied. 

The phenomena of creating life is 
reduced, according to Dr.Llttlefleld, 
to the proposition of saturating the 
substance so constructed with the 
"vital magnetism." This magnet- 
ism permeates every form of mat- 
ter, says Dr. Littlelield. He proves 
it in this manner: 

"Put a drop of water on a micro- 
scope and any substance In it that 
will float and not dissolve will 
take on the phenomena of mag- 
netization — that Is, of attraction 
and repulsion among Its particles 
during the process of evaporation. 
By repeating this process a number 
of times with the same particles of 
matter, they wll become completely 
saturated with magnetic force. 

"This process of evaporation Is 
nature's method of saturating mat- 
ter with vital magnetism." 

It was while conducting similar 
experiments that Dr. Littlelield dis- 
covered ho had created his new six- 
armed Insect. 

As the object gyrated with com 
paratlvely high velocity. Dr. Little- 
field was confident ho had created a 
living thing. In a similar manner 
Dr. Littletield found he could pro- 
duce out of inorganic matter the 
beginning of growth of lilies, and 
other living cella. both in tiie ani- 
mal and floral life. 

"Carried out to Its uKimate," 
says Dr. Littletield, "science will be 
able to create even human life."— 
[Seattle Star.

Is Now In Session At Owens 
boro Witn 126 Cases

The January term of the Daviess 
criminal court was convened in Ow- 
ensboro Monday morning by Judge 
Hirkhead. 

Although there are 1 2 1> ca<«es on 
the criminal court dotket, it is cer- 
tain that a comparatively small pat t 
of that number will be tried during 
the term, as the defendants in 
many of the cases are not iu custo- 
dy, nor are they before the court on 
loud, while there tire mnviy other 
cases that are to be tried at thin 
term. 

Moat of the charges against the 
various defendants are for petty of- 
fenses and there are a few cases in 
which more serlouH charges are 
brought against the prisoners. There 
is not a single case in which mur- 
der is charged against a prisoner, 
nor are there any alleged murder- 
ers iu the county jail at this time 

There are a number of prisoners 
in Jail charged with offenses of les- 
ser Importance and there are others 
who have been held to the action 
| of the grand Jury that have not yet 
been indicted. Many of the defend- 
! ants are out on bond, but will ap- 
pear before the court when the 
cases against them are called.

The smoke of a cigar 
1* blue as It Issues from the cigar, 
while the smoke Issuing from the 
mouth of the smoker is whitish gray 
because the particles of tbe gray 
smoke have increased In volume by 
fixing water Vapor The blue smoke 
of a burning cigar Is like the blue 
eky. nnd ns the water vapor Is Bzed 
by the smoke close to Ihe mouth of 
the smoker so the vupor risen from 
the seas Is condensed on the pnrl'. les 
of irtmospherlc dust 

Without dust enrth could have no 
rnln. Not n drop of nil the water 
evnporated from the oceans could 
come to earth on anything but the 
bearer of its condensations, the dust. 
Were it not for atmospheric dust there 
would lie no clouds, no fog, no ruin, 
no snow, no splendid sunset*, no azure 
skies* The surface of the ground, 
the trees, the houses, men nnd animals 
would be the objects on which water 
vapor would condense. The clothintr 
of man and the fur of tbe animal 
would drip with water. - Harper s 
Weekly.

German Roads Have Special Cars For 
Transporting Invalids. 

Excellent facilities are afforded In 
Germauy for transporting invullds and 
cripples who ure unable to wnllt, ac- 
cording to our consul at Brunswick 
The Herman railroad R.vstem provides 
u first elnss enr for invnlid* who enn 
afford to use It This cur Is lifted With 
every possible convenience for the sick. 
A special apartment, opening on the 
level of the station platform, with a 
double door, so that a stretcher can be ! 
carried In without the slightest ditli 
culty. ts set ..cart for the invalid and 
attendants The balance of the cur 
contain* n kitchen, where meal* enn be 
prepared, and n section handsomely 
upholstered for members of tbe family 
or accompanying friends. For invalid* 
who travel second or third elnss un 
apartment on an ordinary car is used, 
opening tn like manner with a double 
door on the station platform. 

The charges for transporting sick and 
helpless persons have hitherto been 
moderate. For Invalids traveling third 
class the charge hus beeu the cost of 
four tickets, free t ranspnr! being grant- 
ed for two attendants. This rate Is still 
granted when the car containing the 
Invalid apartment belongs to a regular 
train with a fixed destination: other- 
wise In the future six tickets Becond 
class must be purchnsed. In addition 
to the cost of these tickets there will 
be an additional charge of 7 pfennig* 
(1% cehtsi per axle and kilometer (0.01 
milel for the time the car runs empty 
before and after the trnu*t>ort or the 
lnvulld to the point of destination. 

If the Invalid is trans- 
ported from Berlin to Humburg. J1H> 
kilometers (ISO mllesi. when the car 
containing the lnvulld apartment form* 
purt or the regular train the charge 
will be IM marks i*S.47»: If the same 
cur is specially ordered the clmge will 
be 104.H4 murk* <$39.18>.-Unlted States 
Cousulur He|M>rts.

the ways of exposure vary con-lder 
ably. Some wandering tribes Mr| on 
the maxim. "Where the tree fnd». 
there let It lie." and. leaving the dead 
behind, move their camp to pastures 
The Wanyamwesi, however, carry 
dead Into the forest to be de- 
voured by bents of prey, while some 
of tbe tribes of Guinea throw the 
^corpse into the sea. 

The Knmchadnlea keep dogs to con 
■time their dead, under tbe strange Im 
th.it thoae who ure devoured 
will be the masters of Hue 
in the world beyond. The Par 
although a cultured nation, 
their dead In a round tower, 
called a tower of science, and the 
vultures who make auch towers their 
habitation finish tbe work. In Da- 
homey It was been stated that a per- 
son whose body hna been struck by 
lightning is backed to pieces and de 
wvoured by the priests. 
" Burial, of course, has many dlf 
ferent forms, the simplest of whli !i 
la perhaps the piling of stones or 
thorns over the body to keep off wild 
beasts Some trflies bury their ehli 
dren by the roadside, so that their souls 
may enter Into the bodies of the pas 
sersby. Mortal in the eiirtb Is an ear 
Her custom than that of cremation, 
embalming, or drying the body by sns. 
pending it from a tree, and many 
nations have more than one custom— 
for instance, merely barring their 
women, while the men ure embalmed 
or dried 

_ An Instance of several customs be- 
Jng In common use In oue tribe is to 
be seen among the Kalmucks They 
either expose, bury. burn, throw the 
body Into the water, pile over It a heap 
of stones or build u but over It. doing 
whatever the priest considers to be 
tbe most suitable. The position of the 
body also varies considerably, but us 
a general rule the head Is laid either 
to the east or to tbe west The Hon- 
gos, however, are an exception, for 
they bury tbe women with the face 
to the south, and the men with the 
face U> the north. 

"Among the primitive nations tbe 
expressions of grief at the loss of the 
deceased, grief not untlnged with fear 
of him In his new state, and vent In

- mendously exaggerated expressions of 
woe. The Inhabitants of New /.calami

ATTACKS OF HICCUPS. 

If Psrsistsnt Thsy Msy Carry With 
Thsm s Orsve Warning. 

Hiccup Is the spasmodic con' 
of the diaphragm. It may he a 
torn of the most trivial lm|M>runi 
yields to the simplest kind of trsnt- 
ment or of ■ serious and Intractable 
affection that persists for a long time 
and even pmd in es death by exhaustion. 
No one may hope to be entirely frss) 
from hiccup; In its simple form It Is 
extremely frequent, but ii|K>n the 
whole It is more common with 
than wltb adults. 

Sometimes the attack comes on with- 
out any apparent cause, but It may 
follow a sudden chill, sucb as that 
caused by stepping from a warm bed 
to a cold room; It may accompany a 
violent tit of crying, or It may be due 
to the distension of tbe stomach bv 
food or gas Severe fright or nervous 
■bock has also been known to lead 
to Intractable attacks of bk-rupa. 

A feeble Infunt wltb whom hiccup 
comes to be of dally occurence often 
falls Into a state of extreme exbaus 
tlon. In such a case great care ahould 
be taken to ward off or put an early 
stop to the uttacJt. 

Where there Is any serious disorder 
of tbe abdominal organs, persistent 
hiccup Is a disquieting symptom, and 
when It occurs as tin accompaniment 
of kidney disease It Is almost always 
of grave significance. 

In simple cases very alight measures 
are sufficient to put an end to the 
attack. Anything that causes a feel- 
ing of suffocation will generally effect 
a cure, because that feeling naturally 
results In a forced contraction of tbe 
diaphragm. One old fasbloned remedy 
la tbe slow sipping of a glass of water; 
another Is the drawing and holding of 
deep breaths nt regular Intervals. 

In the case of small babies, a mere 
change of position will sometimes stop 
an attack. When the hiccup does not 
yield promptly to simple measures, 
careful senrch should be made for the 
cause In the case of Infants or small 
children, th!* Is usually connected with 
tbe diet.— Youth s Companion. 



KISSING IN ENGLAND. 

Its Prevalence at One Tims Osed te 
Puzzle Foreign Visitors. 

Kissing, which has been officially 
prohibited at tbe railway statlou of 
Sarmeu. in Switzerland, flourished In 
Knglnnd in the seventeenth century to 
such an extent that the forelgu visitor 
was sjlM'wihlered by Its prevalence. 
Xlcolnus de Itethlen. who traveled in 
Knglnnd In ItJHg, writes that 'my, 
brother and I behaved very rudely on 
one occasion. Iielng unaware that It 
was customary In that country to kiss 
the corner of the mouth of ladles. In 
stead of shaking hands, ns we do In 
Hungary We were Invited to dine at 
the bouse of a gentlelnnn of high rank 
and found his wife and three daugh- 
ters (one of them tnnrrledi ready to re 
celve ns We kissed the girls, but not 
the married ladles, and thereby greatly 
offended the latter. Duval apologized 
for our blunder and told us that when 
saluting we must always klsa the 
senior lady first and leave tbe girls to 
the last" . 

The learned and sedate Erasmus In 
1409 wrote a Latin letter from Kng- 
lnnd to his friend Kniisfo Anfrollnl 
advising hint to come here at once, 
for. he remarks: "Here are girls with 
nngels' faces who will receive you 
with kisses. They come to visit yon. 
kisses again. Should they meet yon 
anywhere, kisses in abundance— In 
flue, wherever you move there la uotb 
Ing but kisses." 

In 14IWI a Kohemlun nobleman named 
Leo von Unxmlta! visited Knglnud and 
In the ".Journal of His Travel." pub 
llshed In tt77. he noted. "It Is the

OUR BIG CONDORS 



In W/ciQht iind Sprcdd of 

MYSTERY IN THEIR FLIGHTS. 



With Fixed Outspread Wings Thsss 
Wonderful Birds Will Sweep Upward 
■ nd Onward Through the Air With- 
out the Movement of S Feather. 

It Is not commonly known that we 
have a condor In tbe l ulled States, 
yet there Is one on the Pncltlc .-oast 
that lu weight and spread of wing sur 
passes all other birds. Kroin tip to 
tip of wing It measures more than ten 
feet, considerably more than the eon- 
dor of the And< : - and about a yard 
more thou the largest eagle or swan 

This coudor Is black, tinged with 
browu. except under the wlugs, where 
there Is a long, narrow strip of almost 
pure white running the whole length 
of tbe wing and widening near the 
body- It has no ruff round the neck, 
but a fringe of long, narrow black 
feathers on the back or the neck gives 
It a savuge appearance. It nesta 
among the rocks In lofty cliffs, laying 
several white eggs much larger than 
tbose of the turkey or goose. Kroni 
1875 to 188.-. condors were so 
dsat In southern California that 
to see them almost every day. but now 
they are found only In the wilder moun 
talus. Their eggs bring »100 each In 
the larger museums of the country. 

If an animal Is sick or disabled tbe 
condor rurely hesitates to attack it. 
and Its fate Is soon scaled If It is not 
strong enough to defend Itself or es- 
cape Its enemy. 

Like the condor of the Andes, that 
of California will so gorge Itself with 
food at times that it can be lassoed 
In the quick dnsb of a good horse. A 
friend of mine nt San Jacinto had one 
that had been caught In that way. 
Bur. although he had fho-isands of 
sheep and cattle, he hod to give the 
bird away liecause he could not ufford 
to feed It li would eat a whole sheep 
at a meal and then look hungry and 
sad. as If It were badly treated. 

Once ivor of tbe ground, with wings 
outspread. Mm condor has no trouble 
In bcarius; away Into the clouds a din- 
ner that will last a week or two. 

Standing on the ground at a distance 
this gratf bird looks much like o lay 
black Newfoundland dog sitting up for 
a cracker, but in the air it surpasses in 
grace and variety of action every other 
wanderer of the skies. The whooping 
crane, that lloats like a speck of dnwu 
in the remotest bine; the frigate bird, 
whose wing seems never made to fold, 
even tbe albatross, are all clumsy and 
monotonous compared with the condor 
it travels in a series of winding lines, 
in which symmetry and grace always 
govern the boldest sweeps or the high 
est bursts of s|ieed. 

Dozens of times I have laid among 
the rocks and had the condor come so 
tiear that I coiihl plainly see the spar- 
kle of the browu eye in tbe vivid red 
of tile hare head, and with the strong 
hIiism that I always carried In hunting 
deer I have brought tbe bird much 
nearer. Yet never could I detect the 
slightest motiou of wing or feathers 
beyond ii taxy lap or two at Intervals 
of several minutes or a simple inhend 
lug of the tips of the wlugs. ns if feel 
ing the breeze to be sure it was there 
Ami tbe bird often floats on hour or 
more without eveu this slight motiou. 

It Is quite wonderful when the con 
dor sets Its wings and slides sidewlse 
across a strong breeze without any de- 
scent, yet without falling backward, 
ami T-t III more so to see the great bird 
return with n swing of half a mile or 
more, arriving hundreds of feet nlsive 
the point of starting and perhaps lion 
deeds of yards ahead of It 

When i have been well hidden among 
the rocks I have -ecu a condor within 
a few yards hanging ou (he air tor 
maev seconds at a time— not like tile 
hawk hcluuciug itself to fall upon some 
bird below, tint seeming to sleep there 
us peacefully and quietly as a summer 
cloud. Then suddenly the bird has 
turned half over and cleft the air with 
a sharp hiss of wing feathers, foi 
which there was not the slightest mo 
tlon of n whig to account Ami all fills 
time the condor has been rising Instead 
of falling, ami I have valuly watched 
tbe filimcil tips of the great sTlsW for 
Ibe slighittst sign or motion. -T. S. Vau
